WORSE THAN DRINK. 


An African King Sabstitutes Hemp Sm ok 
ing For the Liquor MGabit. 


About seven yeara ago King Kalamba, 


ruler of the very intelligent Baluba tribe in 
the southern part of the Congo basin, de- 
cided that intoxicating liquors were a great 
surse, and that he would at once free his 
people from the bondage of intemperance. 
tle therefore made it a grave crime to drink 
palm wine and other intoxicating beverages 


and, in order to put temptation beyond the 
reach of his people, he issued an edict that 
all the palm trees in his country should be 
cut down. This destructive measure was 
immediately carried out. 

Ifthe king had stopped with this re. 
markable effort to propagate the cause of 
temperance all might have fared well with 
his people, but unfortunately heintroduced 
4 practice which was far more baleful than 
intemperance, He introduced the culture 
of hemp, snd made hemp smoking one of 
the religious practices of the country. 
Thenceforth this injurious vice was to 
figure among the rites employed in the 
worship of the native gods. 

The culture of hemp rapidly extended, 
and the habit of hemp smoking grew upon 
the people untilithad seriously injured them. 
Phe resulta are said to be far more injurious 
than Lhe efcessive use of opium, 

Prince H, de Croy, who is the commiss- 
ioner of the Congo Free State in the K assai 
district, writes that he has visited Baluba 
villages whose entire population has been 
almost ruined in morals and physique by 
the practice of hemp smoking. He is now 
using all his influence to root out the 
practice.

RUINS OF PREHISTORIC KOPTOS. 


interesting Archirological Diccoveries Be 


neath an Old Egyptian City. 

There is now on exhibition in London an 
iiteresting collection of antiquities found in 
recent excavations made on the site of Kop- 
tos in Egypt. 

The ancient site of Koptos formed the 
Nile termination of the oldest trading route 
of the world, the roadway passing through 
the valley of Hammamat to the shores of 
the Red aza. According to tradition, Kop. 
tos was one of the first settlements founded 
by the dynastic Egyptian immigrants when 
they arrived from their home in the sacred 
land of Punt Arabia, 
Archwologiats have looked, with hopes uf 


in southwestern 


obtaining valuable material, towaras the 
site of Koptos. 
long ago after spending eleven weeks in 


Prof. Petrie returned not 


excavations there, and the collection now 
on exhibition is a part of the result of his 
labora. 

The site of the temple of Koptcs was 
thoroughly cleared, and the result was the 
discovery of no leas than six successive 
temples, ranging from the most remote 
prehistoric time to the age of the Proleimys, 
Hundreds of objects of great interest were 
Hitherto Egyptian art and 
civilization have presented a striking para- 
dox. The further back one goes the better 
the art. 
of Koptos Prof. Petrie discovered the re- 
mains of an ancient settlement, which for 
the first time reveals prehistoric Egypt, 


There is on exhibition in his collection a 
massive head of a statue, which ia one of 
three figures found at a great deptn beneath 
the Ptolemaic temple. The statues therm. 
aclves were thirteen feet high, aud were 
jittle more than turncated cones, the arms 
and legs being indicated by hammered 
outlines, and the eara and whiskere were 
indicated in the same way. No trace of 
chisel work, however, can be found on any 
of them, Girdles are around the waist of 
each, and upon them are a series of curious 
drawings, supposed to be the totein 
figures of the god of the primitive people. 
A writer in an English paper ssys that 
these are probably the tirst statues of Min, 
the god of Koptos, 
indicated, and it ia believed that it was 
represented by a wooden mask, 

In the rough sculptures on the bands and 
girdles around these figures is represented, 
among other things, the fetch pole of Min. 
It is an upright staff, with a bouquet of 
flowers at the top, and surmounted by an 
ostrich feather. Around thia poleare huny 
offerings, consisting of rhells and swordfish, 
On another gridle there is a representation 
ofan elephant and a remarkable drawing 
of the head of a gazelle. These drawings 
serve to connect the early settlers with 
the shores of the Red Sea and the district 
of Somaliland, where the elephant and 
gazelle would be kuown to them, 

Probably of equal interest is a collection 
of rude pottery made of coarse Nile mud, 
carefully polished with red hematite, This 
work is supposed to belong to the period of 
the first or second dynasty, as the repre- 
sentation of a dog with a peculiar rope 
collar, which is modelled on a large oval 
stand, is never found after the time of the 
third dynasty. 

These pieces of pottery show the work of 
a skilful school of artists who had learned to 
model in clay, These artisans used in work- 
ing soft stone and wood the same finish that 
they imparted to the plastic clasa. 

Some of the objects representing the 
prehistoric period are noticeable. One of 
them is an alabaster vase inscribed with 
the cartouche of Kerfu, the builder of the 
firatpyramid. Two of the finest pieces of 
work in the collection represent the period 
of the twelfth dynasty, One of them isa 
figure of Usertesen I, dancing before Min, 
and the other is a representation of Amin- 
emhat standing before Min. The former of 
these is in intaglio,Sand in the latter the 
hieroglyphics are raised. They are the gem 
of the collection by reason of their delicate 
finish and minute attention to detail. Sone 
of the foundation deposita of the temple of 
Koptos, built by Thothmes IIL, were 
found in pits under the centres of the wall 
piaced at the bottom of the pit, the upper 

vart being filled in with hundreds of vases, 

‘hese deposits consist of bronze modela of 
tools, knives of various sizes, narrow chis- 
ela and axes, and all of them inscribed with 
the words “‘Thothmes, beloved of Min of 

,optos."” A number of model corn rubbers, 
made of sand stone and inscribed with blues 
paint, were also found. Several objecta 
hitherto unknown were found in the 
Ptolemaic temple. 

Three tanks, having fourteen steps on 
each side, are among them. They are 
evidently models of the sacred tank of Min, 
and one of them bears an inscription of 
Aristius Saturniua.
